“existing 
structure ' 
is something of a hodgepodge 
including the Constitution, poli­ 
tical 
parties

did*, tes politicians in and out of 
office, would-be newcomer type 
politicians arid government, per 
se 
Beyond this rather loosely 
defined “existing structure ’ we 
find that just about 50 per cent 
of the adult population receives 
some kind of a payment from 
vime segment of government 
This 'radicates that this percent­ 
age <rf the population has a vest­ 
ed interest in maintaining the 
existing structure." as it ex­ 
ists With 8»i per cent »rf all the 
teachers in this country, or 
more. 
receiving 
pay 
checks 
from within the ‘ existing struc­ 
ture" it is reasonable to as­ 
sume that not too many teach­ 
ers will suddenly attempt to up­ 
set the status quo and so it 
goes with each faction or group 
or 
individual 
who 
receives 
checks from 
government and 
likes them If they did not ap­ 
prove of the "existing struc­ 
ture" they would I believe de­ 
cide to try to do 
something 
about it. 
But. it is that existing struc­ 
ture which has caused the me>s 
which now plagues 
e v e r y 
thinking American It was also 
the existing structure w h i c h 
brought 
about 
the 
American 
Revolution against the structure 
which existed by a minority of 
the population while the major­ 
ity wanted the evils corrected 
within the existing structure 
While only a very small per­ 
centage of the adult population 
received checks from govern 
men! at that time. the majority 
believed government could be 
coerced into cutting its own 
throat, so that it would bleed 
into weakness happily 
Realists recognized a rotten 
existing structure and wanted 
out. They recognized that the 
removal of one or two of a half- 
dozen rotten supports of the ex­ 
isting structure would not pro­ 
vide safety and that rot would 
rapidly spread to any sound sup­ 
ports brought in to replace the 
rotten 
supports 
Additionally, 
the realists discovered that the 
existing structure served not a 
single good purpose except to 
provide food and shelter and 
fame for those wno fed ui**i the 
structure itself, at the expense 
of all who were compelled to 
support that existing structure 
But there were also a couple 
of principles involved a b o u t 
which the realists asked ques­ 
tions Did one man have a right 
to feed upon the earnings of an­ 
other without the consent of Hie 
victim’ Was this not a form of 
thievery? Did a majority of the 
people have the right to elect 
men to steal from others for 
their own support and the sup ­ 
port of the robbers'* Did one 
man have the right to rule over 
another’ Did men have t h e 
right to rule over others if a 
majority of the people decided 
upon that ruler’ Wnat about 
the rights of each individual, 
the rights of every individual 
bom to be free’ Or were some 
men bom to be rulers and oth­ 
ers to be slaves’ Actually, the 
existing structure provided an­ 
swers to all of the questions but 
the realists just didn t like the 
answers. 
I find myself unable to criti­ 
cize those who believe they can 
alleviate the evils created by 
the existing structure for its own 
aid and comfort and protection. 
at the cost of those who earn 
and invest and create, by work­ 
ing within the evil structure, it­ 
self It was only a few years 
ago when, unthinkingly, I im 
agined that “good” men could 
be elected to power after which 
they would commit political sui­ 
cide to nd themselves of power 
over others I couldn’t find much 
in history to justify my ideas 
but I guess I figured hope and 
faith would turn the trick, since 
George Washington had man 
aged to walk away from 
the 
power he held 
, But a question remained un­ 
answered Do I have the right 
to mv life and to the fruits of 
my labors’ As I searched for 
answers. I discovered I could

On my desk landed the other 
day the latest issue of Colo­ 
rado College s student publica­ 
tion. the “Kinrukinnik ” It was 
accompanied by a note from 
the * Kinnikmniik Staff* which 
explained 
‘ The 
Kinnikinmk 
staff herein make an apology 
for ttie lateness of delivery* 
the magazine was published 
several months ago- and we 
hope that the various mishaps 
and false steps do not occur 
again 
“ Despite the lateness * the 
note added ' there is some use 
in that we would like to show 
bow the Kmmkinnik ha< changed 
its fortran and ideals to become 
a truly different magazine We 
will say no more on the sub­ 
ject. this issue of the Kinmk- 
mnik speaks for itself.*’ 
Indeed, it speaks for itself 
In an overview, it has broadened 
its base expanded its horuons. 
and aspires to something more 
-serious and thorough than it has 
in the past, which is a definite, 
positive value 
The printing of student pub­ 
lications in any school presents 
problems which some colleges 
have solved onUiantly. or at 
least capably 
But lh 
many 
*ther colleges in the country , 
the student publications seem 
to differ tittie from those put 
out by the 
high 
schools 
It 
would seem that the Kmnik- 
nmk people are taking a step 
in the right direction 
It should not be forgotten 
however, that sometimes the 
concept of a strictly studem - 
directed college magazine may 
sometimes be a hindrance for 
its development The 
student 
direction is built on the play­ 
school premise of progressive 
education, for which some stu­ 
dents may be ready, and some 
no! 
The observ able proof is 
that the famous college maga­ 
zines. Kenyon Review, etc., are 
produced by students, but un­ 
der mature, professional direc­ 
tion of publishing experts, be 
they professors or men from 
the outside publishing field, who 
enow the problems and solu­ 
tions of quality control 
Ultimately, the effectiveness 
of the new Kmmkmnik with its 
55 large, slick pages, and its 
unusual variety of material, will 
not be decided by a single cri­ 
tic. but by fellow students, fac­ 
ulty. and perhaps especially, the 
alumni, and their friends, as 
well as by the comm unity. 
As we have remarked pre­ 
viously. a college publication 
does have a considerable, pos­ 
sible. reservoir of readers rn 
its alumni, friends and com­ 
munity. and it stands to rea­ 
son that the more interesting 
Hoot merely puzzling* a col­ 
lege magazine can be made, 
the belter it is for all con- 
remed. 
The new Kmmkmnik retains 
its tongue - twisting title which 
is a vestige of 19th Century 
nature idealism, but the con­ 
tents are more up to date. In 
general, it seems to present four 
facets, hall of them of esthetic 
expression, the other half of 
a “lecturing’’ nature; some of 


them puzzling, others interest­ 
ing and clear 
The poems 
without 
which 
no proper college magazine can 
do. follow the genera! trend 
of today s poetry That is they 
intend to shock but the shocks 
are dissipated by imitative es­ 
thetics No hard puncne- here 
nothing really 
to up-et 
the 
reader unless he is attuned to 
the sensitivity of the 
shock 
Most every thing is expressed in 
lyrical terms and words even 
the bloodily tragic 
Its too 
bad that today s poetry even as 
it is practiced rn the fresh in­ 
spiration of high school 
and 
college students and the inspi­ 
ration is there, aiinght* can­ 
not come down bluntly to the 
grassroots and speak in 
the 
>traight. intense exc;amations 
of the young people 
The short stones, which are 
well done 
but rather short. 
repeat some of the attitudes of 
the poems, ending often with 
the typically young sense of the 
tragic in the last line or lines 
in a type of "Mad magazine ' 
irony, although, of course, on a 
far higher level of sophistica­ 
tion What is lacking is a truer 
drama, or tragedy, rn which 
the inevitable course towards 
doom if doom there nas to be 
is lacking 
The doom appear* 
on the scene ax a sudden re­ 
versal of events, like a man 
holding a hand grenade, with 
the pin drawn out already, just 
one moment too long, and the 
grenade explodes rn his face 
The wood cuts are well print­ 
ed There is an ample supply 
of photographs in the pages of 
this magazine most of which 
are such poor reproductions mat 
we cannot judge them without 
having seen me originals They 
are printed flat, out of focus all 
too often, with pow regard to 
lighting There are exceptions 
these are the reproductions of 
abstract paintings rn color, of 
which the quality is quite good, 
giving quite an impact 
.Another aspect of the maga­ 
zine — and which presumably 


be*t illustrates the “truly dif­ 
ferent” magazine — has to do 
with the art Kies which are in­ 
cluded. bv students and by one 
faculty member, Dr. bonder­

As to the articles on techm 
cal subjects by me students, 
they can be divided into two

cialist ‘ articles, that are writ­ 
ten clearly* enough to provide 
information even for the gen 
eral reader 
In me first category of these 
artK les. there is a sneaking 
suspicion thai the student writ­ 
er. undergraduate or graduate, 
attempts to snow what he has 
learned by bringing rn such 
technical, specialized matters 
as

Contact Angie and the Recov­ 
ery of Oil; Fracture Zones in

the experimental re­ 
search attitude prevalent 
to­ 
day “ which is saying quite a 
deal, since no two artists may 
agree on what the prevalent 
attitude is today 
In brief, ny broadening 
its 
base of interest, the Colorado 
College Kmmkmnik magazine 
seems to be two magazines 
rolled into one 
Perhaps the 
experiment will succeed, and 
if it does, emerging from its 
shakedown cruise, so to speak. 
with wider appeal for readers 
it may come to be a truly 
unusual college student maga­ 
zine.
